It is sO luth every section of The Salvation 
Army-iroai ^Melbourne, Berlin, Calcutta, and 
JInv Yorli, to the smaUcst Corps at tlic loneliest 
Ontppst of civilization.

«Bce whether that order be translated from the 
Anginal English into Zulu, Swedish, or Afaratlii, 
7Jk! Cencrars slightest behest is most ehecrftilly 
earned out in the nine thousand towns andciticfi 
iti the lifty-eight countries in which The Army 
is conilucting its ^vo^k. 

The immensity and great variety of TIic 
-Army's operations are known to comparativoly 
.'£ff. Perhaps the following facts may stimulalc 
iBHSTnatioa and increase knowledge. There arc 
J'floo paid Officers, Cadets, and employees in 
tlie^Movenient, the (?rcat majority of whnm art 
eB^jed in preaching the Gospel or admintstcr- 
hg temporal relief to the poorest of the poor. 
There arc also 64.000 Local Officers, who work 
iorGod and The Army without i>ay or material 
leward.

It 13 tUc policy of The O'cncra] and the Chitf 
oi the Start to give lo these Hcids oi Pcpart- 
ments consitlcraiiie ircedoni in their respective 
spheres of Army work, in (he ijiajia^- L'im;ut o£ 
vvhicli ihey arc assi^itcd by Ii-xpcndiiure Boards 
ind Councils. The ntcthods \i-hercby THc General 
iind Chief of the ^caii' arc kept informed 01 the 
doings of each Dcpartnicm is that of being &up- 
iilied with copies 01 ihe Minntcs in wliich are 
rccorecd the hnsiness transacted by the various 
Bonrds; a]so by periodica]' reports, and interim, 
conferences upon maiicrs which cannot hq 
provided lor in the Orders and Regulations. 

In this sketch it is impossible to go into a. 
detailed description oi the system by which each 
Deparlmcnt is worked; but the tlioroughncss, 
exactitude, and business-like organization which 
oblahi, for example, in connection with the 1 
niaiiagemcnt of The Army's finances, prciaij 
tlirongbout the entire Army.. I 

-Mr. Arnold White has written as lollous 
concerning The Army'3 financial system; — 

".■\s a matter of theory, General Booth has 
nbsohile control over the ^nances of The Army. *'• 
As a matter of fact and practice, he has nothing -^ 
wliatever to do with it. He is surrounded with 
an ironelud system, devised and controlled by 
Rome of the ablest accountants in London; and, 
in coiise<]Ucncc, the accounts oi The Salvatioit 
Army have never been attacked by any but tho 
most ignorant, ruvestigiitioii h welcomed by 
none more than by The General hiinsclJ, who 
haft everything to gaiw by searching inquiries 
into the finances of the Army." 

.■\s already Stated, The Army's annual revenue 
is Very liirjic, and .i iillle light upon the "ironclad 
i^ysiein" may he iiilrrc-sling to our readers,

ui" this article, may be divided into two mam 
divisions: — 

;, Th.it which concerns the whole world. 

and ivhich is rcprAcuted by International 

I.'end/iiiartcrs' rinance. 

a. That which is connected with each Ter- 
ritory, and may be dcseribcd as National or 

'J'crriioriai Finance. 

The OfTiccr responsible to The General and 
the Chief of the Staff for the oversight of Ifltcr- 
naiional finance is termed the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; the Officer responsible to a Terri- 
torial Commander fpr a Territory's finances is 
either the Chief Secretary, or, in some cascJ, the 
Financial Secretary. 

Each International Department and Terri- 
torial Command estimates its ineontc and expcn- 
dittirc, and works to a budget. 

The Chancellor co-ordinates these several 
budgets, and prepares estimates for the con- 
.sidcratiou of The <jcncral, whereby the whole 
Army is to be mainLiiacd on a war footing for a. 
year. As it i.s expected that, both eild3 will be ■ 
made to meet, with n little over for udviLiiCcs 
into uew Tci-ntory, it will he seen that tho 
Officers responsible mnst know somewhat of the 
methpds 0/ hieh finance.
